Regular Meeting

June 29, 1955

The meeting was called to order with Mayor Miller presiding.

Councilman Pearson moved that the minutes of' June 23rd be approved. The
motion, secomnded by Counciiman White, carried by the following vote:

The City Manager reported on the water facilities in St. John's Addition
displaying & map showing the location of the present mains, ard dutliaing the
plans for a 12" line to be installed om Blackston withim the next three years.
On Providence Street there are 37 houses; and that if everyone would put up
their deposits for water taps, the water could easily be extended up that street.
On Meadow Street there are only 23 houses. The Mayor suggested writing all the
property owners that the City, whenm the tap fees were deposited, would run the
line the whole length of the street. The City Manager stated that whem there
was a total of 60 for the two streets, water could be put in om both streets.
Councilman White inquired how that would fit im with the presemt policy, and
the City Maansger explained. C(ouncilmen Long asked if the City Manager would
report back in three or four weeks and let the Council know how this was
developing.

No action was taken on the resolution suthorizing the City Manager to
execute contracts on the houses to be sold by the City, and the matter was
postponed until the following week.
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Councilman White offered the following resolution and moved its adoption:

according to a map or plat of said West View Heights of record in Book 7 at
page 88, Plat Records of Travis County, Texms; and,

WHEREAS, the owners of said lots have heretofore granted the City of
Avustin an electric line easement on certain lots at more desirable locations;

WHEREAS, the hereinaffer described guy wire easements are not now needed
and will not hereafter be required by the City of Austin; Now, Therefore,

and directed to execute a release of said guy wire easements, located on the
following described property, to wit:

(2) The notth twenty five (25) feet of the west five (5) feet of Lot 2,
of Block C of said West View Heights; :

(3) The north twenty five (25) feet of the east five (5) feet of Lot 1
of Block B of said West View Heights;

() The north twenty five (25) feet of the west five (5) feet of Lot 2
of Block B of said West View Heights.

Councilman Palmer offered the following resolution and moved its sdoptiony
(RESOLUTION)

WHEREAS H. E. §tanley is the Contractor for the demolition of &
building located at 211 West Tth Street aid desires a portion of the sidewalk
and street space mbutting Lot 12 and the West 36 feet of Lot 11, Block 71, of
the Original City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, during the demolition of
the building, such space to be used in the work and for the storage of materials
therefor; therefore

BE IT RESOLVEP BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereinabove enumerated be granted to said
H. E. Stanley, the boundary of which 1s described as follows:

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at the northeast corner of the above described
property; thence in a northerly direction and at right
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angles to the centerline of West Tth Street to & point

12 feet north of the south curb line; thence in a westerly
direction and parallel to the centerline of West Tth Street
approximetely 82 feet to a point; thence in a southerly
direction and at right angles te the centerline of West
Tth Street to the north weast corner of the above described

propexrty.

Thence in a westerly direction and at right angles to the
centerline of Colorado Street to a point 12 feet west

of the east curb line; thence in a southerly direction

and parallel to the centerline of Lavaca Street approxi-
mately 100 feet to & point; thence in an easterly direction
and at right angles to the centerline of Lavaca Street to
the west line of the above described property.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
sald H. E. Stanley, hereinafter termed "Comtractor®, upon the following express
terms and conditions:

(1) fThat the Contractor shall comstruet a h-foot walkway within the
outer boundaries of the above described working space, such walkway to be
protected on each side by & guard raill as least 4 feet high and substantially
braced and anchored, and without wood strips or obstructions of any kind along
the pavement within the walkway, and at any time in the opinion of the City
Officisls it becomes necessary for any reason to install a board floor withim
the walkway, the Contractor shall upon notice from the Building Inspector
immediately place such a wood floor and substantially suppor t same to
prevent sagging under load.

(2) ‘That the Contractor is permitted to comstruet in his werking space
s subgstantial gate which shall be kept closed at all times when not in use, and
at all times that such gate is open, the Contractor shall maintain a person at
this gate to warn pedestrians and vehicles of approachimg trucks. This gate
is not to open out so as to impede vehicular or pedestrian traffic.

~ (3) That no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working

space.

_(4) That "NO PARKING" signs shall be placed on the street side of the
“barricades. = S

(5) That the Contracter 1s permitted to construct a temporary work
office within yach allotied working space provided such work office is not
within 25 feet of any corner street intersection. ‘

(6) That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the comstruction of such barricades.

(7) That provisions shall be made for the normal. flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage
done due to obstruction of any such storm water.

(8) That the Contractor shall place on the outside corner of any walkway,

barricades or cobstructions, red iight during all periods of darkness and provide
lighting system for all tunnels.
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(9) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, harricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
hearricades, materials, equipmeént and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than August 20, 1955.

(10) That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and
&ll the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or imstallation
of additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(11) That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive &as against public needs, and the City, inmeking such grant reserves
the right to enter and occupy any part or all of mwild space any time with its
publie utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(12) That any public uwtility, or public or private property distrubed
or injured as a resgli of any of the activities necessary for the completion
of the construction work for said building projects, whether done by the
Contractor, City Forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired

~at the Contractor expense.

(13) That the Contractor shall furmish the City of Austin & surety .
bond in the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1000) which shall protect, indemnify
and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or damages to any person.
or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason of the
- exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of
Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all
other public property and public utilities disturbed or removed during the
construction work and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway
and other safeguards during the .occupancy of the space.

The motion, seconded by Coumcilmen Pearson, carried by the following votesd
Ayes: Councilmen Long, Palmer;.Pearson, White, Mayor Miller
Noes: RNone

Discussion on experimental paving of 12 blocks in Hast Austin was held.
Councilman Pearson believed the lowest specifications were now being used that
could be and still maintain the subdivision ordinance, and so many streets
were being paved under thet ordinance that he did not want to see it destroyed.
He believed when the curbs and gutters were constructed there was very little
difference in the types of paving, and it had been admitted that this specific
type of paving would need maintenance within three years. Councilmen Long
discussed the types of base in comnection with costs of paving. Councilmen
White was for curbs and gutters and for this type of paving under consideration
1f it could be put in on an experimental basis and not jeopardize the subdivision
ordinance. The City Attorney explained certain possibilities if the ordinance
were contested im the courts. Councilman Palmer believed the problem was
primarily financing; thet 90% of the people preferred to have the better grade
of pavement if they could work out their finmances, He stated the only way he
would go orn the lower type of pavement would be with an agreement with the
property owners that if it 4id not hold up, the City would have the right to
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tear it out and put in the better type of paving and assess the owners. He
believed the people wanted good paving and a way to finance it. He had a study
under way on the financing problems and would present it soon. The City Manager
pointed out that the plan submitted by Mr. Sandahl did not include curbs and
gutters; and that he proposed to put a surface on the street &t the present
grade. If the grades were not proper, they would have to be changed before any
surface would be put on. Councilman Long reported on & tour of the City with
Mr. George Sutherland, paving contractor, to see the condition of the various
streets and various types of paving. The Mayor wanted to clarify some of the
misunderstandings regarding paving. He believed home owners with a good credit
rating oould get credit from the bapks and financiel institutions; that if the
people wanted to vote bonds for a revolving fund, that would be fine; but he
personelly was not in favor of using the pension fund for this purpose. He
would be willing to put down the 12 blocks of paving as advocated, tying it
down with Mr. Palmer's amendment; that i1f it did not hold up the people would
be assessed. Detailed discussion on costs of curbs and gutiers, paving costs,
and costs of excavation and base was held. Councilmen Long and Pearson sug-
gested having reports ever so0 often on the nupber of petitions coming in and
nuriber of blocks covered for paving. It was decided & report would be filed
the first Thursday in every month. No actlion was taken on the low-type of
paving of the 12 block aree at this time.

The Council racessed at 11:40 AM. to meet again at 2:00 P.M. with
MR, PHILLIP THOMPSON, Manager of the Atlantic City Aunditorium, and President of
the Auditorium Association, and consultant for the City of Austin in the con-
struction and design of its Auditorium.

Recessed Meeting ‘ 2:00 P.M.

The Council resumed its meeting and heard MR. PHILLIP THOMPSON. Mr.
Thompson went over the plans and made the following comments and suggestions:

1. The 3500 seat set.up was ideal.

2. He believed there were too many dressing rooms and suggested a
regtudy of this to see 1f some of the dressing rooms couldn't
be changed to act as committee rooms at times.

3. The number of toilet rooms was out of line, and he suggested that
the number he conbined and mot be scattered over the bullding.
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b, He urged s study of the stairways and suggested & conbination of
them,

5. The booth space had been under estimated, anrd he believed with the
restudy of ecutting down on the mumber of stairways and toilet
rooms, that the booth space could be expanded.

6. He emphasized one entrance rather than two--not speaking of exits.

As to the suggestions made by the Jr. Chamber of Commerce, he went over
them with his recommendations, not disuussing the grade level of the Auditorium.
In addition to the entrances amd the committee rooms already discussed, he
recommended no permanent concession areas. Their largest income was from
concessions in which they received 25%, and it was impoptant that the city held
on to the concessions.

Mr. Thompson stated he had gome over these plans with the idea of cutting
the cost of construction and the cost of operations. Discussion covered
operating with & Manager and Board rather than directly umder the city; the
status of the building as being fireproof; the location, and the possibility
of lowering the grade L', The Mayor suggested that MR. MUNSY WILSON discuss
this with MR, MAX STARCKE, MR. THOMPSON was complimentary of the plans and
stated the auditorium would be a beautiful useful building.

There being no further business the Council adjourned at 3:30 P.M.
subject to the call of the Mayor.
